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Pilots who are assigned flight missions must attend a weather briefing period held in 
the morning o While assembled they are shown two weather maps ^ one of Europe ?nd the 
other of Poland* Weather conditions for all of Europe and Poland ar^ explained and 
later a briefing concerning the particular area to be flown in during that day. After 
J 0reCas J is issued, hourly changes arc listed as they occur. A pilot mus t 
cnecK With the weather bureau as to current weather changes before take of-f. Pilots 
are not issued any individual material.
